In other words, he said, 
he would not make an effort to win 
the speakership; yet the emphasis with 
which he spoke made it plain that if 
the republican caucus should nominate 
him he would be willing to serve, 

Speaker Cannon's remarks on the 
speakership were made just before he 
left the platform at Emporia to catch 
a train for Burlingame, where tonight 
he made his third political speech in 
the Kansas primary campaign. 

Cannon's Defiance. 

Speaker Cannon's utterances on the 
speakership follow’ verbatim: 

“I am speaker and on March 4 next 
I will have been speaker for eight 
years, a longer continuous term than 
any Man ever seryed as speaker since 
the foundation of the government, 
There has been only One man who has 
had a longer service of speaker than I 
have had and there was an interim of 
four years in his service. That was 
Henry Clay, who, in the aggregate, 
served ten years as speaker. Sonie- 
body has got to be. the scapegoat 
through magazines and letters. Candi- 
dates for congress are asked, ‘Will 
you pledge yourself not to vote for that 
old ezar for speaker?’ Oh, the scape- 
goat! This little 154 pounds of clay 
cannot bear many sins off into the 


wilderness.

SHOT HIS MOTHER 
AND KILLED SELF 


Double Tragedy F ‘glows 


Quarrel Over Estate. 


Young Society 
Man of North Carolina, 
Shoots Mother Just Above 
the Heart and Then Takes 
His Life. 


Otis Brown, 


Oxford, N. C., July 18.—Following 
heated words relative to the settlement 
of the estate of J. S. Brown, their 
father and husband, Otis Brown, 4 
prominent young society man of this 
place, fired a revolver point biank at 
his stepmother, Mrs. J. B. Brown, and 
then shot himsel€. 

The murderér and suicide died in- 
stantly, while relatives lifted Mrs. 
Brown from a pool of her own blood 
and summoned medica! assistance. She 
has a bullet just above her heart, it 
having passed through the left arm and 
lodged near the heart. Physicians 
stated tonight that she had an even 
chance of recovery. 

Mrs. Brown is one of the most promi- 
nent as well as wealthy women of this 
section, and the tragedy has put the 
town in an intense state of excitement, 
The affair is by far the most sensa- 
tional in the history of the city. 

The trouble is a long-standing one, 
resulting from difficulty in settling the 
estate of J. S. Brown, husband and 
father of the two parties to the 
tragedy.

Properties Involved. 

The properties involved in the deal 
are the Augusta Railway and Electric 
Company, which is the owner of all 
the local street railway lines and elec- 
tric lighting plant; the North Augusta 
Hotel Company, which owns the Hamp- 
ton Terrace hotel; the North Augusta 
Land Company, owning a large amount 
of real estate in North Augusta; the 
Augusta and Aiken Rallway Company, 
owning the interurban line from Aiken. 

By a reorganization and consolida- 
tion of these various companies, some 
nine or ten years ago, the Augusta- 
Alken Railway and Electric Company 
and the North Augusta Electric and 
Improvement Company were formed as 
“holding companies,” these two cor- 
porations. owning all of the stock of 
of the several compantes, and issuing 
their own bonds against the outstand- 
ing securities of the original compa- 
nies. It is undergtood, however, that 
not all of the outstanding bonds of 
the original compandes have as yei 
been taken up by the holding company, 
so that abcut $2,000,000 of the bonds 
of the holding company § still remain 
in the treasury. 

Harriman Estate in Control. 

The total stock issue of the various 
companies is about §800,000 of pre- 
ferred and $1,500,000 of common stock. 
practically all of which is owned or 
controlled by the Harriman estate. 
The holding company, as stated above. 
has issued $3,000,000 of bonds against 
all of the properties so that the com- 


‘bined securities now amount to some- 


thing over $5,000,000.

Last night 
the detective’s vigil! was rewarded. Ax 
he was standing in an alley near the 
woman's house he noticed her leave 
with a suitcase in her hands. He fol- 
lowered her to the railroad station and 
then into a train for Philadelphia.

BARRON CLEARED 
BY THE REPORT — 
OF THE AUDITOR 


Report Shows He Had Nothing 
lo Do With Funds Specified 
in Charges. 


WALKER IS SUMMONED = 
BEFORE THE COMMITTEE: 


Atlanta Man Will Be Asked if 
He Wrote Letter Watson Sub- 
mitted to Legislature---While 
Main Charges Are Disposed 
Of by Auditor’s Report, Some 
Details Will Be Investigated. 


Did A. M. Walker, Sr., of 207 Pulliam 
street, write to Thomas E. Watson 
the letter containing charges of graft 
against Lee Barron. keeper of public 


buildings and grounds? 

This question Mr. Walker will be 
called upon to answer himself before 
the committee on public property of 
the house of representatives at the 
meeting which the committeé will hold 
this afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

The charges of graft against Mr. 
Barron were submitted to the house 
by Thomas E. Watson, who accompa- 
nied his communication with a letter 
signed by a party whose name Mr. 
Watson did not reveal. It has been 
charged that Mr. Walker was the au- 
thor of the letter, and at a meeting 
held Monday afternoon, the commit- 
tee, on motion of Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
decided that a subpoena should be is- 
sued at once for Mr. Walker, summon- 
ing him to appear before the commit- 
tee Tuesday afternoon and substantiate 
the charges. . 

Marron Is Vindicated. 

The action of the committee follow- 
ed the reading of the report of the 
special auditor of the American Audit 
Company, who had been employed te 
investigate the records Kept in the 
office ef Mr, Barron. 

The report of the auditor completely 
vindicated Mr. Barron. It showed that 
disbursements from his office had been 
made in accordance with thé law, and 
that the records thereof had been ac- 
curately kept. 

The only fault found by the auditor 
was in the system of Keeping the ac- 
counts, which was not as modern as 
it should be, but for which Mr. Barron 
was in no way responsible. It was 
stated, in fact, that Mr. Barron had 
considerably simolified the method 
which was in vogue when he assumed 
the office under the administration of 
Governor Brown. 

The author of the letter charging 
that Mr. Barron had been guilty of 
grating stated sypecifically that he had 
misappropriated funds in connection 


with the remodeling and renovating of _- 


the halls of the senate and the house 
of representatives. The report of the 
auditor shows that Mr. Barron had

The committee will make a favor- 
able report on the bill of Represent- 
ative Joe Hill Hall, of Bibb, to amend 
paragraph 8, section 1, of article 6, of 
the constitution. This portion of the 
constitution refers to the successor of 
the governor in case he resigns, dies, 
or is disqualified. As it reads now, 
the president of the senate succeeds, 
and then the speaker of the house in 
case he is not qualified. The amend- 
ment of Mr. Hall is as follows: 

“In case of a vacancy in the offices 
of president of the senate and speaker 
of the house of representatives, the 
executive power of the government, 
until removal of the disability or elec- 
tion and qualification of the governor, 
shall be exercised by the secretary of 
state, and in case that office is va- 
cant, by the comptroller general.” 

At the meeting of the house commit- 
tee on general judiciary, it was de- 
cided to make a favorable report on 
the bill of Senator Gordy, which has 
been passed by the senate, to make 
wife or husband a competent witness 
in a case of bigamy. 

This committee also recommended 
that the resolution of Representative 
Alexander, of Fulton, providing for the 
governor to appoint from ,the bar of 
the state a commission’of 15 to consid- 
er the revision of the judicial system, 
be passed.

President Hands-Off in 
Party Rowin Ohio. 


He Will Take No Part in Ante- 
Republican Convention Situa- 
tion --- After Seeing the Ohio 
Leaders, Taft Boards May- 
flower for Cruise to Maine. 


Beverly, Mass., July 18.—There will 
be no Beverly label on the Ohio re- 
publican ante-republican convention 
situation. This much was decided 
upon at the summer white house to- 
when just previous to his de- 
parture on a ten-days’ cruise along the 
coast of Maine, President Taft had as 
his luncheon guests Senators Burton 
and Dick and Former Attorney General 
Wade Elis, now chairman of the leg- 
islative committee of the republican 
state central committee of Ohio. 

It is understood that none of the 
three Ohio visitors today urged on the 
president the preferences of any one 
candidate for the republican nomina- 
tion for governor. 

Taft Keeps On Fence. 

The Ohio situation was informally 
discussed and while it is known that 
the president may have some persoli- 
al preference in the matter he will not 
declare in favor of any of the three or 
four candidates named. 

The president's guests left the sum- 
mer white house just before 2:30, and 
five minutes later the president, Mra. 
Taft and the other members of the 
cruising party started for the baat 
landing to board a launch which took 
them to the government yacht May- 
flower, on which the ten-days’ trip 
along the Maine coast is to be made. 

After leaving the Taft residence, 
Senator Burton returned to Boston 
by automobile, and Senator Dick and 
Mr. Ellis went to thé Beverly station, 
taking an afternoon train for Boston. 
Senator Dick and Mr. Ellis 
agreed that the meeting was entirely 
satisfactory. Mr. Eilis said his call] on 
the president was principally concern- 
ed with the platform to be drawn up 
for the Ohio convention. 

Taft Off on Cruise. 

The ten-days’ cruise in Maine waters 
on board the Mayflower, which began 
shortly before 4 p. m., will afford the 
president a pretty complete rest, al- 
though the trip is taken primarily on 
Mrs. Taft's account. 

Charley Taft was one of the first 
members of the party to board. the 
yacht, with a bucket of clams, which 
he will for bait as soon as the 
Mayflower anchors long enough to af- 
ford him an opportunity for fishing. 

Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Beekman Winthrop, who is one of the 
party, boarded the yacht shortly be- 
fore the president and as he stepped 
over the side, a white flag was run 
up to the main truck and the guns 
boomed out a salute in his honor. 
Half an hour later, when the president 
boarded the Mayfiower, the white flag 
gave way to the presidential flag, a 
salute of 21 guns was fired, the crew 
was drawn up on deck and the band 
on board played “Star Spangled 
Banner.”

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There Will Be No Strike on the 
Lines of the Pennsylvania 
System 


Philadelphia, July 18.—General Man- 
ager W. H. Myers, of the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad, and the committee rep- 
resenting the 15,000 trainmen and con- 
ductors employed on the lines of the 
road east of Pittsburg today agreed 
on a basis of the settlement of the 
wage controversy. Each side claims 
to have gained all that it had been 
contending for in the negotiations 
which have been in progress for the 
past six months, and which  culmi- 
nated last week in the strike vote by 
the employees. 

Minimum Day of Ten Hours. 

The proposition offered today by the 
railroad officials and accepted by the 
men includes a minimum day of ten 
hours, as detailed in the New York 
Central award. On certain runs where 
the company’s present rate is higher, 
the rate will not be disturbed. 

The classification of these exception- 
al runs and the question of overtime 
were left to be decided at conferences 
between the various members of the 
committee and the division superfn- 
tendents of the lines which they rep- 
resent. 

It was further agreed that the men 
would be guaranteed twenty-six days’ 
work a month. While the men regard 
this as a concession, the railroad of- 
ficilals say that during the recent hard 
times the men were benefited by be- 
ing worked on short time rather than 
being laid off altogether. 

Statement by Road. 

The official statement given out to- 
by the Pennsylvania railroad fol- 
lows: 

“At the conference this morning be- 
tween General Manager Myers and the 
committee representing the trainmen 
and conductors employed on the lines 
of the Pennsylvania railroad east of 
Pittsburg, the general manager again 
reiterated the company's position, ex- 
plaining in detail just what the com- 
pany could do. 

“At a later conference this afternoon 
the men accepted the general mana- 
ger’s proposition, which, in effect, was 
that the company would put into ef- 
fect working conditions, including a 
minitmum day, as detailed in the New 
York Central award, leaving the com- 
pany’s high rates stand, but not in- 
creasing them by making the ten-hour 
day apply to the rates which were 
made to fit an eleven and twelve-hour 
day.”

A. B. Garretson, president of the 
Order of Railway Conductors, left to- 
night for Chicago.

Chicago, July 18.—The identity of 
the woman shot last Friday afternoon 
by Charles W. Rigdon just before he 
met death from a bullet wound, said 
to be self-inflicted, was learned pos- 
itively today to be Mrs. Emma Young, 
now residing at Evanston, and step- 
daughter of an attache of the Norwe- 
gian embassy at Washington. 

The young woman known as Mary 
Wilson, who was with Mrs. Young 
at the time of the shooting, is Miss 
Theresa Trojman, stepdaughter of the 
wounded woman, and who, until three 
weeks ago, was an inmate of a Cath- 
olic convent near Washington, D. C. 

Threatened to Kill Millionaire. 

The name of John C. Fetzer, million- 
aire real estate man of this city, was 
drawn more closely into the tragedy 
by a statement of Mrs. Young, who de- 
clared that Rigdon had visited the real 
estate office two days before the shoot- 
ing, drawn a revolver and threatened 
to kill Fetzer. 

A complete confession of her identi- 
ty and of circumstances leading up 
to the shooting was made today by 
Mrs. Young, who still is confined to her 
bed in a hospital here. 

Made Trips With Him. 

She declared that she had been In 
the employ of Rigdon as a stock sales- 
woman for the last six years. During 
this time, she had made several trips 
with him, visiting numerous cities of 
the country. 


Rigdon learned that Mrs. Young had | 
instantly killed today at a grade cross-

9:30 o’clock are to be taken through 
to the terminal by the man in charge. 
After that the company is expected to 
look after its own interests. 

Statement for Grand Trunk. 

The management of the Grand 
Trunk tonight issued the following 
statement: 

“Messrs. Berry and Murdock, with 
a committee representing the Grand 
Trunk trainmen and yardmen, met the 
officers of the company this morning 
and advised that they had received 
the authority of a large majority of 
our trainmen to order a strike in the 
event a settlement was not reached 
with the company. A general discus- 
sion of the situation took place dur- 
ing which we advised them that we 
were notina position to do more than 
had been offered in our former propo- 
sition, giving the men an increase of 
approximately 18 pereent. 

“This was not considered satisfac- 
tory, and the conference adjourned un- 
til the afterhoon, when we were hand- 
ed the schedule of rates of pay and 
rules which are practically the east- 
ern standard. 

“The reply was made that we could 
do no better than what had already 
been offered, and we had no further 
propositions to make.” 

Strikers Have Money. 


When.asked as to what backing the 
international unions would have for 
such an extensive strike as the Grand 
Trunk system, Vice President James 
Murdock, of the Brotherhood of Train- 
men, said: 

“There is a protective fund of $1,- 
000,000 back of us now, and there will 
be no difficulty in getting $350.000 a 
month to keep the strike going.” 

The Central Vermont, which is con- 
trolled by the Grand Trunk, made an 
effort to prevent its men going out by 
appealing to Washington under the 
terms of the Erdman act. Vice Presi- 
dent Murdock, of the trainmen, this 
afternoon received a telegram signed 
by Martin A. Knapp, chairman of the 
interstate commerce commission, and 
Charles P. Neill, commissioner of labor, 
Stating that the railway had made this 
application and expressing their will- 
ingness to use their offices in the 
direction desired. 

To this Mr. Murdock replied: 

“Our organization always is willing 
to accept your friendly offices, but sit 
uation is such, considering attitude of 
company, as to leave small hope. for 
settlement as a result of mediation. 
Men leave this service this evening.” 

The order closing the shops all 
along the line of the Grand Trunk 
will affect over 5.000 men, of whom 
about 700 are in Montreal. It is under- 
stood that a considerable mumber will 
be offered the chance to take the 
places of striking conductors and 
trainmen, some og them being quali- 
fied by experience on the road. 

One Thousand Quit at Detroit. 

Detroit, Mich. July 18.—~Between 
700 and 1,000 trainmen and conductors 
on Grand Trunk lines west of Detroit 
and St. Clair rivers obeyed the strike 
order issued from Montrea) tonight 
and left their posts. 

The trainmen assert that the teleg- 
raphers will walk out tomorrow. 

-At Port Huron trains left nearly on 
tftme up to midnight under crews of 
strike-breakers who have been brought 
into Michigan during the last two 
days. Eight men armed with rifles 
were stationed at the Grand Trunk 
depot, and every train crew, it was 
said, was armed with revolvers.

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Moros Attempt to Mur- 
der American Official. 


Secretary Worcester Was Tour- 
ing in the Philippines When 
He Was Attacked by Moros. 
Secretary Saved by the Dead- 
ly Fire of His Bodyguard. 


Manila, July 18.—Dean C. Worcester, 
American secretary of the interior for 
the Philippines, was set upOn by rene- 
gade Moros on the Island of Palawan 
today and escaped assassination only 
through the alertness of his bodyguard, 
who shot down the outlaws, killing 
three of them outright 

Secretary of the Interior Worcester 
was touring the island, which is most 
westerly of the larger Philippine group 
bounding the Zulu sea on the west, and 
was present at the installation of the 
new governor. In antrcrpation of his 
coming a band of Moros planned his 
death. Armed with bolos carefully 
concealed, they laid a trap for the 
secretary, who suddenly found himself 
the object of a savage rush. 

Captain Moynihan, of the scouts, was 
the first to recognize the hostile move- 
ment and just in the nick of time he 
ordered the scouts to fire. At the 
fusillade three Moros who led the at- 
tack dropped dead, while several others 
doubled up with more or less severe 
wounds. The rest of thein took to 
their heels. .

The latest confirmation comes from a source no less authori- 
tative than W. C. Brown, president of the big aggregation of rail- 
roads known under the title of the New York Central. 

Logically, the interests of the New York Central are in the 
continued development of the northwest territory, since the prod- 
ucts of that region find an,outlet to the sea in one direction at least 
over the lines of this system. 

_ And yet, here is the testimony of President Brown, published 
in The New York. Herald, as the result of a recent extended tour 
of northwestern America and Canada: 

“There ig One feature of the condition in the northwest, which is 
favorable and worthy of consideration. That is the fact that the crop 
failure in the northwest is going to put a very decided check on the era 
of land booming and speculation in those sections and in western 
Canada, which had assumed such proportions as to create a i:consider- 
able apprehension in the minds of conservative bankers. 

“And this setback in that direction is going to check the heavy 
exodus of emigrants from the United States to Canada. t will result 
in turning this movement to the SOUTHWEST AND THE TH, 
where the opportunjties, if rightly understood, are more favorable than 
they are in-the northwest. ' 

“This will result in the United States retaining a large number of 
farmers, who are in themselyes a valuable asset to the country, and the 
large amounts of money which otherwise would have gone to Canada. 

“The drought extends over quite a large portion of Manitoba and 
other Canadian wheat districts, especially hitting the territory to 
which the emigrants have gone.”

When he tells the world that the advantages in the southern 
states are more favorable than in the west and the northwest, he 
States.a fact that should challenge the attention of these north- 
western farmers and electrify the energy of the southern people. 

Even that “ill wind” of land booming and speculation, counted 
upon by President Brown to bring the resources of the south into 
their rightful heritage, mark a distinct difference between the 
two sections, with the advantage all on the side of this one. 

The southern people are not land-crazy, nor are they “boom- 
ers’ in the sense universally understood. Sanity and caution 
mark their business viewpoints and their political policies, evi- 
dence being especially eloquent in the latter direction. 

Inexorably, the tide of national development is setting to- 
ward the south. But, in self-interest, it 1s incumbent upon the 
people of our section to cooperate with the forces of nature. In 
the numerous municipal, state -and sectional organizations spring- 
ing into existence there 1s earnest that they are wakened to the 
importance of the task. If, now, the*southern railroads will evince 
similar enterprise, the coming half decade ought to bring to Dixie 
hundreds of thousands of the best dividend-makers in America. 

“When will the south begin to advertise its best and not its 
worst phases to the nation?’ recently questioned President Bar- 
rett, of the Farmers’ Union. 

The time for an answer, transmuted into deeds, is NOW. 
Destiny fights on the side of the south. Shall we aid destiny?

Delivering the dedicatory sermon at the dedication of the 
First Methodist church, in Washington, Ga., Bishop H. C. Mor- 
rison arraigned scathingly that ecclesiastical attitude that in all 
denominations expresses itself in the so-called “higher criticism.” 
“No soul,’ he declared, “was ever brought to Christ by the high- 
er critic.” 

Whether Bishop Morrison's premise be accepted literally, it 
is, nevertheless, true that the increasing tendency in this country 
is to sharply investigate the preacher who throws his influence 
on the side of unorthodox interpretations of old creeds. 

Tolerance is abundant, but the demand is that once a minister 
finds himself out of sympathy with the denomination he is 
assumed to represent, he shall straightway withdraw therefrom, 
in justice to himself and to the church. 

This said, it remains that the “higher criticism,” with its .un- 
settling effect upon religious conscience and practice, has made 
much less headway in the southern than in the northern states. 

So-called “heresy” trials are frequent the other side of Mason 
and Dixon’s line, developing in all denominations. In the south, 
their very rarity throws them into strong relief. 

By and large, the religion “of their fathers’ is good enough 
for the southern people. As a section, they are not proof against 
onslaughts upon the “Rock of Ages.’ But it is only necessary 
to keep a casual watch upon the newspapers to be convinced that

NEGRO LOAFERS 


Couldn’t Get Men to 
Work on “Blue Monday.” 


Alderman Hauled Idlers Be- 

fore Recorder, Who Fined 
Them, and Declared That 
“This Blue Monday Business 
Must Stop.” 


After hunting for nearly two hours 
for negro 
where able-bodied negro men were 
loafing and idling by the hundreds, 
Alderman James W. Maddox seized 
two negroes by the coat collars yes- 
terday morning and escorted them to 
the court of Recorder Broyles, which 
was then in session, and had the loaf- 
ers fined $5.75 each. 

‘Just for example’s sake,’ the irate 
alderman stated to the recorder. 

Many of the negroes of Atlanta still 
stick to the “Blue Monday” custom, 
and after knocking off Saturday at 
noon they refuse to return to work 
until] Tuesday morning. .

A measure to protect the people was | 
butchered by cowardly Congressmen 
and saved by a brave President to 
whom honor is due for ‘his protection. 

$200,000.00 was to be appropriated 
for use by the Dept. of Justice in pros- 
ecuting offenders against the Sherman 
Anti-Trust law, which is intended to 
protect men at work, whether they be 
working with hands, heads, or both. 

Protect them from ‘‘combinations 
and.conspiracies in restraint af trade.’’ 

That means combinations of men 
who conspire to prevent other men 
from earning a living. :

He has a right to conduct a busi- 
ness and earn a living for his family 
and should have protection from ‘‘com- 
binations’’ which ‘‘conspire’’ to ruin 
him. ned 

It also applies to ‘‘eombinations’’ 
of workmen who ‘‘conspire’’ to drive 
other workmen from work. 

The great ‘‘Labor Trust’’ has been 
seized by certain men who now have 
eontrol. 

They force every member to pay 
fees, which aggregate severa) hundred 
thousand dollare a yéar. 

They inten@ that no men who 
refuse to pay fees to them shall work. 

Whenever independent mén or those 
who form their own upion seek .to 
work, the big trust orders strikes on 
the jobs, to force the independent 
men or independent union men ont 
of work until they join the big trust 
and pay fees to the leaders. 

One illustration will suffice: 

On June 22nd, 1910, the N. Y. Build- 
ing Trades Council (part of the Labor 
Trust) declared a strike of all trades 


on a 12-story building at 35th and 6th 
Ave, because of the employment of 
members of an electrical union, not 
members of the trust. Work on the 
entire building was stopped. 

The Sec’y of the ‘‘trust’’ said that 
general strikes would be ordered on 
every building where the ‘‘obnoxious 
electricians’’ are employed. 

These electricians belong to a union 
formed under the arbitration plan some 
time ago and kept their jobs. The 
employers afterward contracted, under 
pressure, with the big trust and were 
told to and did order the independent 
union to join the Labor Trust. The 
men refused because they did _ not 
like the trust methods of coercion, 
bullying, slugging and general violenee. 

This is only one _ illustration of 
hundreds of cases where the trust 
‘feonspires in restraint of trade.’’ 

That is, by combination they con- 
spire to and do stop work, interfere 
with industry, and prevent men from 
earning. a livin a ace they pay fees 
to the trust leaked 

There is perhaps never ong single 
day in a year but what the Labor 
Trust is engaged somewhere in Ameri- 
ca, in ‘‘restraining trade,’’ preventing 
men from working ard stopping the 
flow of industry. No trust in this 
country breaks the law one-tenth as 
many times, or takes the bread from 
men’s mouths as frequently as_ the 
Labor Trust.

If settlements cannot be made, the 
case goes to a carefully selected board 
of mediation. When ithe facts are 
brought out in friendly conference & 
settlement is reached in a great ma- 
jority of cases. If not, the facts on 
both sides are given the local press and 
shus the citizens of the community 
become entirely conversant with the 
matter and public opinion steps in. 

It’s hard for either side to stand for 
a wrong, with the great weight of pub- 
lie opinion opposed. 

Up to the time of the mediation pro- 
ceeding the men keep at work and the 
flow of money through the community 
is continued. If, thereafter, they feel 
they can do better elsewhere, they 
have a right to withdraw 5 per cent 
of the men each day and go to a job 
better liked but they make no objec- 
tion to the employer putting néw men 
in the places they teave. It seldom 
comes to that. 

The practical working of the plan 
shows the industries go on and the em- 
ployer holds his time-tried men to him 
on any reasonable terms and they 
and he are friends working together, 
whereas if they settled by the club apd 
force, hate would invariably follow, 
greatly to the detriment of the indus- 
try and the men personally.

Mr. Wierum has long been connected 
with the Tennessee company, and is 
probably more conversant with the 
conditions existing on the state bor- 
der than anyone else. He is in Atlanta 
to accompany the legislative commit- 
tee to the mines and acid plant to- 
morrow, when a thorough inspection 
of the situation will be made. 

Residents of Georgia within a few 
miles of the plant have been complain- 
ing at the effect of the fumes from 
the copper smelters and have caused 
the owners no little trouble. The 
smoke is alleged by those opposing the 
presence of the mines to have dam- 
aged the timber and, all vegetable 
products within coneiderable distance. 
So pronounced was the complaint that 
Attorney General Hart sought and ob- 
tained an injunction against some of 
the work, but that matter was prac- 
tically adjusted some time ago by an 
agreement between the parties. 

“The conditions about the mines.” 
said Mr. Wierum, “are little under- 
stood. Since we began controlling the 
smoke and converting it into  sul- 
phuric acid we have had little trouble, 
for the simple reason that we have 
done no damage. Only recently we got 
together ten or a dozen of the strong- 
est opponents to the mines and showed 
them what we had done. The impres- 
sion prevailed, as it still prevails in 
some places, that we have made no 
efforts to control the situation and 
render the mines less objectionable to 


the people. After we had shown them 
what we had done they went away

STOCK MARKET WEAK; 
PRESSURE OF SELLING 


But Little Demand for Stocks 
Offered---Position of Metal 
Industries Discussed. 


New York, July 18.—Inadequacy of 
any present demand for stocks to ab- 
sorb considerable offerings for sale 
was demonstrated today. Prices 
yielded easily to a recurrence of sel!- 
ing presstre, the withholding of which 
was largely responsible for the show 
of negative strength in last weeks 
market. The source and motive of to- 
day's fresh selling were not wholly 
clear, beyond the participation of a 
party of board rocm traders who took 
the shoft side of the market, prompted 
by the yielding tendency disclosed by 
the market. A current assumption was 
that stocks were thrown ovér by 4 
market organization which accumu- 
lated holdings last week and was dis- 
satisfied with the meager demand of 
any upward movement. 

The narrow proportions of the mar- 
ket came into view in the latter part 
of the day when it became piain ‘t 
was bare of offerings. again, so that 
the uncovered bears had to-bid to 
secure stocks. The professional char- 
acter of such dealings as there were 
was indicated by the heavy congestion 
of the day’s transactions on three °F 
four stocks. Losses were generally re- 
covered before the day wa sover, and 
there were not a few gains to be 
found. There was much discussion of 
the trade position in the leading metal 
industries, and this was held responsi- 
ble for mueh the weakness shown by 
stocks. 

The copper industry especially was 
the subject of unfavorable comment. 
and predictions were made of further 
concessions in prices with the con- 
tinued accumulation of stocks. The 
large stocks of copper on hand are 
believed to have played some part in 
the credit’ position of the banks and 
to be the object of pressure in that 
way, from the directors of larger 
banking and financial affairs. The 
great powers wielded by the conflict- 
ing interestg in the production of cop- 
per are believed, however, to add to 
the difficulties of securing concessions 
thought to be necessary to the healthy 
trade position. Reports of a scaling 
down to prices of steel products added 
to the feeling of uneasiness over the 
metal trade position. 

Cutting by independents was be- 
lieved to threaten reprisal by the lead- 
ing interest which might throw. the 
situation into confusion again, such as 
when the market was thrown open in 
February, 1909. 

The labor dispute between the Penn- 
Sylvania railroad and its employees 
was not much considered in connection 
with the early weakness of stocks, ‘but 
reports of good prospects for settle- 
ment had an influence in the later re- 
Additional engagements of 
for import also were 
late in asserting any favorable influ 
ence on the market. A strong banking 
position, as disclosed by the Saturday 
bank statement, detracted from the 
importance of the money marke}, as 
an influence. ‘The material addition 
to jast week’s cash holdings has been 
greatly added to already by the heavy 
disbursements from the subtreasury 
on account of government payments. 

Last week’s shipments of gold from 
London will figure in next Saturday's 
bank statement, and today’s engage- 
ments of all of the $3,000,000 gold of- 
fering in London promises an exten- 
sion of the movement. Wide discrep- 
ancy between the London discount 
rate at 2 per cent and the rate on
